1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 1 -1 0: 
the prior art does not teach an audio and video synchronous reproduction apparatus 
for decoding, using an audio decoder, audio data separated by a demultiplexer from 
the multiplexed stream in which audio data, video data and a time stamp are 
multiplexed, and decoding, using a video decoder, video data separated by the 
demultiplexer from the multiplexed stream, the apparatus comprises a combination of 
a pause section, resuming section and setting section for pausing a reproduction of 
the audio and video signals , resuming the reproduction processing of the audio and 
video signal and setting the interval clocks to a single time for the demultiplexer, 
audio decoder and video decoder before resuming the reproduction processing as 
specified in claim 6. 

Method claim 1 corresponds to apparatus claim 6, Therefore method claim 1 is 
allowed by the same reason as stated for apparatus claim 6.
